Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , Lerner discloses an encryption key management system and 
method of securely communication data that comprises steps of: exchanging security 
parameters between communicating parties, providing connection security for 
messages based on these security parameters, and transmitting the messages between 
communicating parties. However, Lerner does not teach the step of reaching 
agreement between communicating parties on an interval for recalculation the security 
parameters and providing connection security for messages based on the latest 
recalculated security parameters. 

Claims 2-8, these claims are allowed as being dependent upon independent 
claim, which has been allowed.
